Theſe Canons are wade againſt thoſe who divide 
from their Governors, upon pretence they are 
guilty of ſome Irregularitys and Mildemeanors: 
tor thoſe that ſeparate from them when they open- 
ly profels, and teach any Herely condemned by the 
holy Syagds and Fathers of the Church, ate not 
liable to the Ceuſures of ther Canons, if they with- 
draw from their Biſhop before a Syaod has ex- 
amin's the Caule and given Sentence; but are to 
be lookt upon, and receiv'd as Orthodox. For te 
do not fly a Biihop but a falle Hiſhop and a falte 
Teacher: they do not break the Charch's Uniry by 
Schiim; but endeavour to preſerve the Church 
from Schiſms and Divitions.
